1 . HIROSHIMA (KYODO)— THE INTERNATIONAL SYMPOSIUM ON THE 
DAMAGE AND AFTEREFFECTS OF THE 1945 ATOMIC BOMBING OF 
HIROSHIMA AND NAGASAKI WUND UP ITS THREE-DAY PLENARY 
SESSION TUESDAY HERE AFTER ADOPTING A RESOLUTION CALLING 
FOR A TOTAL BAN ON NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

2. THE FINAL DAY ESSION, OPENED AT THE HIROSHIMA 
MEDICAL ASSOCIATION BUILDING WITH ABOUT 350 SCHOLARS, 

SCIENTISTS AND PACIFIST LEADERS FROM JAPAN AND ABROAD 
PARTICIPATING, ALSO APPROVED A LENGTHY REPORT COMPILED 
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BY THE SYMPOSIUM’S FOUR PANELS ON VARIOUS ASPECTS 
OF THE A-BOMBING OF JAPAN'S TWO MAJOR CITIES 32 
YEARS AGO. 

3. THE REPORT IS EXPECTED TO BE SUBMITTED TO THE 
SPECIAL U.N. GENERAL ASSEMBLY SESSIOH 

ON DISARMAMENT 
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DUE TO BE HELD NEXT MAY. 

4. THE PARTICIPANTS WERE DIVED INTO FOUR GROUPS 

TO REVIEW THEIR TWO-DAY DISCUSSIONS AND THE RESULTS OF THE 
"INTERNATIONAL RESEARCHES" CONDUCTED BY 20 JAPANESE 
AND FOREIGN EXPERTS INHIROSHIMA AND NAGASAKI BETWEEN 
JULY 22 AND 29. 

5. THE INTERNATIONAL SYMPOSIUM, THE FIRST OF IT KIND 
EVER TO BE HELD FOR THE SCIENTIFIC STUDY OF THE A-BOMBING 
OF HIROSHIMA AND NAGASAKI, IS SPONSORED BY ABOUT 40 
INTERNATIONAL PRIVATE ORGANIZATIONS. 

6. DURING THE THREE-DAY DISCUSSIONS, THE PARTICIPANTS 
EXCHANGED VIEWS ON THE SOCIAL AND MEDICAL ASPECTS OF THE 
A-BOMBING OF HIROSHIMA AND NAGASAKI. THEY ALSO TOOK UP 
SUCH ISSUES AS THE PLIGHT OF A BOMBED FOREIGN NATIONALS 

WHO HAD BEEN IN HIROSHIMA AND NAGASAKI AND THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
DAMAGE BROUGHT ABOUT BY NUCLEAR TESTS. 

7. THE RESULTS OF THEIR DISCUSSIONS WERE FULLY INCORPORATED 
IN THE SYMPOSIUM'S LENGTHY EPORT, ENTITLED "A GENERAL 
REPORT ON THE DAMAGE OF ATOMIC AND HYDROGEN BOMBS." 

8. THE PARTICIPANTS ALSO SHARCD RELIEF IN THE NECESSITY 
OF FULLY PUBLICIZING THE ACTUAL DAMAGE OF THE 1945
